Our first thoughts when we found 
out that the City Council was calling an 
ole hon for a city sales tax was oh no, 
not another tax, and that a sales tax 
would hurt local business. But when we 
get to thinking about it we can see that 
the City is really hurting for money and 
since it becomes a choice between more 
property taxes and a sales tax we have 
to go along with the sales tax. 


As for hurting business we doubt 
that a one percent tax will make that 
milch difference since you have to spend 
$100 before it cost you a dollar. It jubt 
would not make enough diflerence to 
justify going somewhere else. 


The argument is always presented 
that the low income families are pena­ 
lized by a sales tax but as long as the 
state exempts food 
from the taxable 
items we feel that this is not justified. 
We do not know many people that do 
not spend just about 
everything that 
they make regardless of their income and 
consequently the more they make the 
more they are taxed. This is probably 
the only tax that does not have loopholes 
in it that some segment of the population 
can beat being taxed. 


As far as what the money is needed 
for, a long list could probably be drawn 
up by the city fathers. The high cost ol 
living has hit the City just like everyone 
else Their equipment is getting in bad 
shape, their employees are underpaid, 
and there are a number of projects that 
need to be undertaken that would bene­ 
fit everyone. These projects include water 
and sewer improvements, street paving, 
airport improvement, park and recreation 
projects, and the list could go on and on.

Cotton Yields for Area OM Glory News... 
Counties Show Increase 


Tho Rolling Plains Cotton 
Growers 
Inc. 
learned 
last 
week that 
1968 county pro­ 
jected yields for cotton have 
been approved. 
In a tele­ 
phone conversation with cot­ 
ton Division of USDA in W ash­ 
ington, D. C., Charles Bragg of 
RPCG was informed that of­ 
ficial cotton yields were ap­ 
proved by S ecretary Freeman 
and sent to the Federal Reg­ 
ister for publication on F ri­ 
day. 
For Jones County, the pro­ 
jected yield has been set at 
318 pounds, up from the 269 
figure for 1967. 
In Haskell County, the fig­ 
ure is 324 pounds, as com­ 
pared to 318 for the current 
year. 
Knox County will have a 
projected yield of 297 pounds, 
down from 315 for tho current 
year. 
Stonewall County will have 
an increase of IO pounds, up to 
255 pounds. 
Fisher County will have the 
largest projected yield of any 
county in this immediate a r­ 
ea — 407 pounds, which is a 
substantial increase over the 
369 of the present year. 
Under the 1968 program, p ar­ 
ticipating fanners will earn 
paym ents of 12.24 cents per 
pound tim es the farm yield 
in additional price support for 
cooperating in the program. 
Producers who divert acreage 
from the farm allotm ent will 
be paid 10.76 cents per pound 
for the first 5 per cent of the 
allotm ent and 6 cents a pound 
for acreage diverted, up to an 


additional 30 per cent of the 
farm allotm ent. 
In the 32 counties m aking 
up the Rolling Plains area. 12 
counties received increases ov ­ 
er the 1967 yields. 19 counties 
were reduced slightly, and the 
W ichita County yield remained 
unchanged. 
Bragg, executive vice presi­ 
dent of th*' RPCG explained 
that the drop in yields in the 
19 counties was caused by ex­ 
tremely low 
yields in those 
counties in 1966. 
“When 1968 projections were 
completed,’’ he stated, "actu ­ 
al production from 1966 was 
substituted in the 5-year mov­ 
ing acreage. Production from 
the 1961 crop was dropped 
from the formula. Since 1961 
was generally a good crop year 
in this area, the 5-year av­ 
erage production was reduced 
and next year's projected yield 
were reduced in proportion. 
“Farm ers are beginning to 
realize that production m ust 
be increased so that a good 
projected yield can be m ain­ 
tained,’’ said Bragg. “The gov­ 
ernm ent 
payment 
derived 
from this yield constitutes a- 
bout 1-3 of the income of the 
cotton farm er. Those farm ers 
who planted their cotton and 
failed to use good cultural prac­ 
tices, insect control or fertili­ 
zation programs, are now pay­ 
ing the consequences," he em­ 
phasized. 
“Farm ers who have 
tried 
to m aintain both production 
and quality are being rew ard­ 
ed. Some area farm ers are 
reporting that they have sold 


cotton for as much as 40 cents 
a pound. Even g»*>d short sta­ 
ple is bringing 
150 to 400 
points above the loan. Most 
forecasters speculate that the 
price will go even higher. 
“The need for good quality 
exit ton has never been g reat­ 
er,” 
continued 
Bragg 
"We 
urge ev en cotton farm er iii 
the Rolling Plains to evaluate 
his own operation to see how 
he can better himself and the 
cotton industry by raising the 
cotton 
demanded by mills.’’
